CRACKING I[T-JEE 


TN students suffer 
complacency factor

The Tamil Nadu governme- 
nt's initiatives in the school 
education sector have yiel- 
ded positive results this ye- 
ar as more students from 
the Tamil Nadu state board 
stream have cracked the 
JEE (advanced) even as 152 
more aspirants from the 
state cleared the prestigio- 
us test than last year. 

Of the 1,421 Tamil Nadu 
state board students who 
registered to take up JEE 
(advanced) this year, 65 
cracked the exam whereas 
last year only 31 of 1,490 
had passed the test. 

More Tamil Nadu stude- 
nts may have passed the 
test. Even so, the state is st- 
ill far behind states like An- 
dhra Pradesh, Madhya Pra- 
desh, Jharkhand and Har- 
yana. The number of stude- 
nts who passed the test fr- 
om TN is 602 of 3,216. 

An analysis of JEE 
(advanced) results by 
Indian Institute of Techno- 
logy (IT), Kharagpur has 
also revealed that 1,795 
CBSE students from Tamil 
Nadu wrote the entrance 
test and 537 passed. 

Among 1,26,995 regis- 
tered IIT aspirants 27,152 
passed the test across the 
country. As in the past stu- 
dents from Andhra Pra- 
desh dominated JEE (adv- 
anced) with 4,975 success- 
ful candidates, followed by 
Rajasthan (4,292), Uttar 
Pradesh (3,314) and Maha- 
rashtra (2,318). 

Asked why Tamil Nadu 
students don't fare well in 
JEE (advanced) to get into 
the IIT system, Prof S. Va- 
idhyasubramaniam, dean 
(planning & development), 
Sastra University, said that 
Tamil Nadu missed the 
ecosystem to nurture com- 
petitive spirit through ent- 
rance exams, thanks to an 
expert committee that abol- 
ished CET in Tamil Nadu. 

“The rote based learning 
and evaluation that has gi- 
ven more than required im- 
portance to Plus Two mar- 


Not many takers for 
IITs, NITs yet in TN

The divide between the 
state board and CBSE stu- 
dents clearing the IIT JEE 
exam has been yet again 
proved this year with a 
mere 65 of the 1,421 regis- 
tered state board students 
passing the JEE (Ad- 
vanced) exam. Compared 
to this, 537 students be- 
longing to the CBSE 
stream have cracked the 
entrance test from a total 
of 1,795. This skewed ratio 
is primarily due to the 
educational system in the 
state, point out IIT coach- 
ing experts. 

“The topmost focus for 
students in Tamil Nadu is 
the board exams for admis- 
sion to the Anna 
University affiliated engi- 
neering colleges. This is 
unlike other states where 
students spend most of 
their time and energy for 
competitive exams like the 
IIT,” said G. Raghavan of 
Anugraham classes, who 
has been coaching stu- 


ks has weakened conceptu- 
al clarity, which is the bigg- 
est input for JEE exams, 
among students. In the in- 
terest of student quality, th- 
ere should be a good balan- 
ce between Plus Two ma-r- 
ks and entrance exams like 
JEE or a state administered 
CET,” he said. 

He pointed out that that 
the Tamil Nadu engineer- 
ing colleges had more than 
one lakh seats vacant, wh- 
ich leads to a factor of com- 
placency amongst students, 
who no longer feel the intel- 
lectual pressure to compete 
through entrance exams. 

An IIT professor who did 
not wish to be named said 
that year on year Tamil 


dents for the IITs since 
1984. The same point was 
emphasised by KK Anand 
of SMART coaching, who 
said that the quality of our 
students is undoubtedly 
high, but is being ham- 
pered by their reluctance 
to compete. He further 
said that the number of 
students who crack the 
exam is not quite as bad as 
is feared. “Actually, we 
don’t have a big chunk 
writing the exams, though 
there is a huge potential in 
them,” he said. 
This can be attributed to 
the lack of awareness 
regarding the IITs and 
NITs in the tier II and tier 
Ill cities of the state. 
“Barring Chennai and 
Coimbatore, very few in 
our rural and semi-urban 
areas are aware of this 
exam and indeed have 
access to IIT coaching,” 
said Pavan Kumar, deputy 
centre head, FIITJEE. 
This situation, experts say, 
must change for the hid- 
den potential of students 
to be unearthed. 


Nadu's case remains the 
same with less number of 
coaching centres that could 
shape state board students 
into entering IITs. 

“Tamil Nadu students al- 
so have several good opti- 
ons in the state and so they 
are looking at some of the 
top engineering colleges li- 
ke Anna University's Colle- 
ge of Engineering, Guin- 
dy,” the faculty said. 

Pointing out that several 
students from CBSE had 
migrated to the state board 
system, eminent academi- 
cian and career counsellor 
Jayaprakash A.Gandhi sa- 
id that Tamil Nadu school 
education system inculca- 
tes rote learning.
